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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that "solid asymmetric 
particles" are definite because they the particles "may be particles of a fatty acid" and that "use of may is certainly definite". The Examiner 
cannot agree. In the 1 12 2P rejection the Examiner stated that 'may' is permissive language and not definite. The rejection is maintained. 
Applicant asserts that the art teaches that ZnO is not added first to the fatty acid but to aqueous components and when the second 
composition comprising the fatty acid is added there is no controlled contact between ZnO and the fatty acid. The comprising language of 
the instant claims allows for other steps and components. The instant claims only recite forming a mixture of the ZnO and fatty acid. The 
art teaches adding a ZnO solution to a fatty acid solution at the proper temperature to make a mixture of ZnO and fatty acid. The only 
difference between the instant invention and the prior art reference of Mitchnick et al. is the disclosure of the time of reaction when heated 
at a temperature of less than about 80 C. With respect to the other 103 rejection, Applicant continues the argument of "it is unclear what, 
if any, zinc white and stearic acid contact there will be." The instant claims recite a mixture and the art teaches the mixture. The Examiner 
cannot be any more clear on the issue. The claims remain rejected . 
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
